Dr. W. G. Hardy and Ma- 
jor-General Griesbach 
At Early Session 


From all over the province close 
to 100 insurance men who cone 
verged on the Macdonald*hote! Fri- 
day morning to attend the annual 


life insurance convention and the 
congress of the Edmonton Life 
Underwriters’ Association which 
opened with registration at 8:30, 
heard Jack Marshall deliver his 
presidential address of welcome and 
listened to J. W. Glenwright of the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
speak on debt adjustment legisla- 
tion. 

The pith of Mr. Glenwright’s 
address was that the debt adjust- 
ment legislation has penalized the 
thrifty and careful. 


VIOLENCE—WAR—DEATH 

Major General Griesbach, C.B. 
C.M.G., D.S.O., V.D., K.C., looked 
over the international set-up and 
predicted an inevitable clash be- 
tween the powers “that have” and 
the powers that “have not.” He 
explained how the Old World is 
torn with the influences of two 
schools of thought: The British 
Empire and France with the world 
divided up between them embattled 
for peace; and Germany, Japan and 
Ita'y hungry for expansion, trade, 
territory and power, promoting the 
forces of violence and war. 

The 100-odd insurance men were 
given cause for thought when Dr. 
W. G. Hardy drew endless parallel 
between the present day financial 
set-up and that of ancient Rome 
under the dictators. 


MONEY CHANGERS 

He showed that in the time ot 
the Caesars, Imperial Rome was 
choked by the money barons, the 
middle class was being elim’ nated 
by oppressive taxes, wealth was in 
the hands of a few, the empire was 
swept with panic, had bank holi- 
days, speculated on the stock ex- 
change, experimented with price 
fixing and codes, tried debt adjust- 
ment legislation, experienced the 
work of gangsters, hi-jackers, em- 
bezzlers and strikes. 

“Each succeeding dictator tried 
his hand at. patching up Rome's dis- 
integrating ' “plunder capitalism" 
which is similar to our present day 
system, one even tried a three-year 
moratoria on debts but the strangle 
hold of the big bosses could not be 
broken and Rome fell when the 
peopes of the provinces revolted 
against her financial dictatorship,” 
concluded Dr. Hardy. 


Four Jap Naval 


Aides Killed In 
Airplane Crash 


TOKYO, Feb. 14.—Four Japan- 
ese naval airmen were killed today 
when their two planes collided in 
inid-air during {leet manoeuvres 
southwest of the Skikoku Island 
coast. 

It was the third fatal accident in 
the navy's air forces in three days. 
Six men were lost and four injured 
in the three crashes 

A plane from the battleship Yam- 
ashiro collided with another from 
the cruiser Abukuma. Both fell 
Into the sea. No trace of either 
ship or their four occupants was 
found 

The navy's combined fleets of 60 
warships are engaged in man- 
oeuvres in Bungo Strait between 
Shikoku and Kyushu Islands, south- 
west of Tokyo.

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WELL DONE 

Congratulations are due to Detective Suth- 
erland and Detective Munro on being alive. And

When men in custody draw revolvers and 
point them at police officers, the presumption 
is that they intend to shoot unless their de- 
mands are complied with. The easy way, and 
the very natural way, in this case would have 
been to obey the demands and trust to luck 
that the pair could be gathered in later. 

Instead, Sutherland grabbed both guns and 
held on until help arrived and the wielders 
were overpowered. That is in keeping with the 
finest traditions of the force, and of police of- 
ficers anywhere. 

TRADE PICKING UP 

Mr. Bennett told parliament, no doubt with 
appropriate tones and gestures of amazement 
and horror,. “Already there are salesmen 
throughout the west selling goods from the cen- 
tral states,” because of the reciprocity treaty. 

That, if true, is a piece of the best news the 
west has heard in six years. For if true, every 
order the salesmen place in western Canada is 
an order for Canadian products of a like amount 
to be bought in the United States. 

Nothing of that kind happened of course 
when Mr. Bennett and his trade-strangling col- 
leagues were on the job, with their “blasting” 
tariffs, fraudulent dumping duties and fake 
valuations. 

The west was not over-run in those days by 
salesmen, from the central states, the eastern 
provinces or anywhere else. Western farmers, 
unable to sell their products for enough to pay 
their debts and taxes, couldn’t buy. The sales- 
men, not being lunatics, stayed home to save 
expense money. 


PLAIN LANGUAGE FOR ONCE 

Major Douglas does not always talk like 
Einstein. He can be plain when he wants to be. 
He wanted to be plain, and was, when it came 
to commenting on the propriety of members of 
the legislature taking exception to some things 
he had said about the Dominion Premier. 

In words which were few, polite, but mean- 
ingful and very lucid, he told the legislature 
where to get off—including of course the com- 
mittee of the legislature that is known as the 
cabinet. 

The substance of it is that the Major will 
talk about political matters if he wants to, poli- 
tical matters including for his purpose the rela- 
tions, assumed relations, and possibiy prospec- 
tive relations between the provincial and fed- 
eral Governments in regard to finance. 

So that is that. It won't do any good for the 
Government to cable the Major to stop talking. 
He won't, and says so, Talking where, as and 
about what he may choose is with him a per- 


sonal right in no way hedged by his contract. 
He is being paid to give advice, not to take it. 
If the legislators do not like what he says, 


that is just too bad; perhaps they can acquire 
the taste. That is up to them. 


THE SWAMPING PROCESS 

The main estimates brought down at Ot- 
tawa are $12,000,000 less than last year. They 
would be $15,000,000 less but for an increase 
of $3,000,000 in interest charges on the public 
debt, 

While interest rates have been going down 
as bonds were refunded, the total interest bill 
has been going steadily up, because of new 
borrowings to cover annual deficits. A year ago 
the bill had grown $15,000,000 in four years, de- 
Spite savings made through refunding. 

For next year the bill will be $18,000,000 up, 
an unpleasant hint that when the budget comes 
down there will be found another large sized 
deficit for the present year, part of it made 
up of interest charges on the money borrowed 
to pay interest on former deficits. 

For the present year the estimates of a year 
ago provided $138,000,000 to pay interest on the 
debt. For next year the estimate will thus be 
$141,000,000. 

In 1930-31 the interest bill was $121,000,000. 
In five years it has gone up $20,000,000, while 
bonds have been refunded as they fell due, 
public services slashed to pieces, men employed 
on public works at 20 cents a day plus board, 
all to keep down outlay and debt charges. De- 
Spite these econ the “flood” has 
rising at the average rate of $4,000,000 a year 
approximately, and is expected to go on rising 
next year. 

There is just one way to stop this losing

Premier Aberhart has written Major Doug- 
las, asking him to come to Alberta, and to get 
here by the middle of March if at all possible. 

The request would seem to be reasonable. 
Also urgent. Any other advisor would have 
been here long ago—or been fired. The Major 
is not an easy man to ofder around, and he 
knows it. He will come if he thinks that advis- 
able; otherwise he will not. His contract is a 
model of elasticity from his point of view, and 
he probably has the right point of view on that 
matter. 

But so far as concerns the province it is im- 
portant that the Majér get here by the date 
named, earlier if possible. The Provincial Treas- 
urer tells why that is important. 

On April Ist. bonds fall due to the amount 
of $3,200,000. On November Ist. another issue 
of $1,250,000 has to be met. On June Ist. 1937 
another lot will mature for $1,650,000. A year 
later, $2,200,000 more becomes due and payable, 
The following January another $1,000,000 is- 
sue is to be met, and a further issue on the 15th 
of the same month. 

These are dollar contracts, payable only in 
dollars. The province hasn't the money and 
does not know where to get it except from the 
federal treasury. 

But the Major does not seem to approve get- 
ting it there. He fears the financial “autonomy” 
of the province would be lost—whatever and 
wherever the financial “autonomy” of a prov- 
ince that cannot stand on its own feet may be 
supposed to be. 

Presumably then the Major knows of some 
other way in which these obligations can be 
paid. If so, Premier Aberhart would much like 
to know what it is, and know before April 1st. 
The members of the legislature would also like 
to know. So would the deeply interested, though 
fearfully skeptical, taxpayers. So, beyond any 
measure of doubt, would the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which has plenty of uses for money with- 
out lending any more to provinces. 

It is to give the Government advice on just 
such matters as this the Major is being paid. 
It is entirely in order that he be asked to get 
here in time to tell the ministers how to liquid- 
ate the first of this imposing series of maturing 
obligations. And they are entitled to expect that 
he will come.

“If the three stipendiary magistrates in the 
city council who no doubt are responsible for 
the ordinance, think fit to call themselves 
judges and to style their court the high court 
of justice, while admitting their gall, no cone 
is likely to quarrel with them on that account, 
but when they take to themselves the power 
to alter the bounds of the various court dis- 
tricts at pleasure and to hold court as frequent- 
ly or as infrequently as they please it is time 
to draw the line.”

Japanese fish- 
ermen have sounded and 
charted the waters many 
years ago. 
It would be difficult to 
J.S. Cowper find a lighthouse, a radio 
station, a navigation light or a beacon on the 
north Parific coast without a Japanese family 
or colony near by. The iittle brown men whose 
racial genius has developed the sport of jiu 
jitsu, in which you paralyse your opponent by 
a touch, or throw him by his own weight, have 
also a sound instinct for strategic points along 
our coastlines. 


Foreign office attaches at the Japanese em- 
bassies in London and Washington profess to be 
shocked at suggestion of the possibilities of war 
eventuating between their country and Britain 
or United States. They smile scornful smiles 
and assert that the suggestion is too ridiculous 
to warrant an answer. In their protestations 
of good will they say that the Japanese people 
admire and imitate the British (or American) 
people more than any other. Quite likely they 
do. 

Some years ago, investigating the Japanese 
penetration of British Columbia, I paid a visit 
to a Japanese in Kelowna. He had been des- 
cribed as the head man of the Japanese in the 
Okanagan Valley, I had been given to under- 
stand that he represented the Japanese govern- 
ment and the Bank of Japan in an unoffical 
capacity, and was astonished to find him behind 
the counter of a small confectionery store. He 
was reading a book when I entered. 

“What is the book you find so interesting?” 
I asked him. 

He brought it out from under the counter. 
It was von Buclow’s “Imperial Germany.” 

“Do you find it interesting?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he replied, “We Japanese are great 
admirers of Germany. We greatly admire her 
military system.” Then he hastened to add. 
“But we admire your political system, too.” 

At that time, Japan enforced a rule—simi- 
lar to that of Imperial Germany—that no sub- 
ject was released from prior allegiance to his 
mother country in accepting citizenship in an- 
other. It meant that the coastal fisheries of 
Pacific Canada were almost wholly in the hands 
of men who in seeking Canadian nationality 
in order to obtain fishing licenses, recognized a 
prior allegiance to Japan. 

Since then, and as a result of the investigat- 
ions and publicity, the number of Japanese fish- 
ing licenses have been reduced from 90 per cent 
to 30 per cent, and Japan has renounced her 
prior claim on the allegiance of her ex-naval 
and military reservists who seek Canadian nat- 
jonality. 


The predicted Pacific naval war of 19335 did 
not eventuate, despite pictures showing the 
blowing up of U.S.S. Lexington and other Am- 
erican craft in Japanese prints foreshadowing 
the capture of the Hawaiian islands. Now 
Lieut.-Commander Totaishi Maru of the Japan- 
@se navy has turned his attention to Britain, 
‘which he foresees as a probable ally of United 
States. nee 

In his new book “Japan Must Fight Britain” 
he says: 

“Either Japan must stop her expansion 
or England must willingly give up to her, 
some of what she has or hoped to have.” 

“Revision of the Anglo-Japanese trade 
agreement might temporarily remove some of 
the economic difficulties, but that would only 
postpone the evil day. 

“A collision is inevitable.” 

What is included in the territory Britain 
must give up to Japan willingly, the naval 
writer does not say. But the picture—brides 
who come to Canada have so well carried out 
the injunction that it is their loyal duty to the 
Emperor to have as many children as possible 
so that the land of the foreigner may become 
in due course the land of the Emperor of Japan, 
that the Japanese birthrate in British Columbia 
has increased from 1 ‘to 252 of the white births 


| thirty years ago to 1 to 8 of all white births 


last year. 

Those with a gift for figures can work out 
how long it will take before the Japanese out- 
number all other races in the Pacifie province. 
Perhaps it is British Columbia that this Japan- 
ese fire-eater thinks Britain must willingly 
yield up to Japan. 


Despite the resistance of Finance Minister 
Yoshiyuki Takahashi, the Japanese militarists 
succeeded in the recent Diet in securing 1,060,- 
000,000 yen for national defense in 1936. That 
is 46.6 per cent of the entire Japanese budget— 
the greatest in Japanese history. With the re- 
nunciation of the Washington Treaty, it is rume- 
ored that Japan plans to build fighting ships 
of 45,000 tons—larger than any now afloat 
in any navy. 

In face of the temperamental handicap of 


the Japanese in aerial piloting, causing an aver- 
age of two-army and navy plane crashes a 
week, Japan is seeking to build up her aerial 
fleet. The air force is the admitted weak spot 
in her national defense plans. Most of her

THURSDAY—Crisp waffle, small slice of 
broiled ham; applesauce. Lunch: Raw apples 
and pecans. Dinner: Cream of spinach soup; 
‘casserole of mutton, fiveeminute cabbage; 
salad of chopped beets, celery and string beans; 
pineapple whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs, Melba 
toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Cooked carrots 
and peas; raw celery. Dinner: Baked sea bass, 
spinach, parsnips; sliced tomatoes; Jello or 
Jell-Well. 

SATURDAY — Breakfast: Cottage cheese, 
stewed peaches. Lunch: Baked potato, served 
with butter; salad of chopped celery, peas and 
raw cabbage. Dinner: Broiled steak with 
mushrooms, baked ground beets; salad of cold 
cooked asparagus; minced prunes in Gelatin 
with whipped cream. 

*Casserole of Mutton—Purchase mutton as 
for a stew and remove as much as possible of 
the fat. Place in a casserole with the desired 
amount of carrots and a little chopped parsley, 
adding a cup or more of boiling water. Bake 
until tender, and just before taking from the 
oven mix in about a cupful of small green peas. 
The remaining liquid -in the casserole may be 
thickened with dextrinized flour, which is 
prepared by browning white flour in a dry 
pan. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Jean T. asks: “I am greatly 
troubled with hang nails. They form mostly on 
the thumb and I would like to know how to 
prevent them.” 

ANSWER: Use rubber gloves when putting 
the hands in hot water; also keep the cuticle 
around the nails trimmed, if necessary. You 
can soften the cuticle and help prevent hang 
nails if you will use a hand lotion, olive oil, or 
the commercial cuticle cream, every night be- 
fore retiring. 

QUESTION: Olive A. H. writes: “Am writ- 
ing to find out if the menus which you publish 
are meant for one who is reducing or are they 
meant to bring about a gain in weight? Could 
the average person follow them? How is Mel- 
ba toast prepared?” 

ANSWER: ‘The menus are intended as a 
guide for the average person who wishes to 
follow a correctly balanced dicot. The regimen 
is neither for reducing or gaining weight, but 
rather for the normalizing of the weight of thé 
average individual. Also, these menus are not 
meant for those requiring special diets. Melba 
toast is made by slicing a loaf of bread into 
slices one-fourth of an inch thick, The crust 
is removed before slicing and the slices are 
allowed to dry at least over night, after which 
they are toasted in the oven until each slice is 
golden brown all the way through. Try it, as 
T am sure you will enjoy the flavor.

A Day in Canadian History 


The feast of St. Valentine, ob- 
served on February 14, is, like 
many others, an adaptation to 
Christian uses of a pagan festival. 
Observance of February 15 in the 
ancient Roman empire was prac- 
tically the first recognition of the 
approach to spring. On it was 
held a festival in honor of the god 
Lupercus, centred around the idea 
of the fruitfulness of the earth 
and of nature, After sacrificing 
animals to the god on his altar on 
the Palatine, the priests cut lea- 
ther thongs (called februa) from 
their skins and marched through 
the streets. As they passed, wo- 
men crowded around to be struck 
by the thongs in the hope that 
blessings would come. 

The valentine is a survival of a 
custom of the day before this 
festival of Lupercus. The boys 
would, by lot, draw the names of 
girls in honor of Juno Februalis 
and love tokens were exchanged. 
From this originated the custom 
of sending love missives, in verse 
mostly, from swain to sweet- 
heart. It was the custom of young 
men to go to poets and pay for 
versified messages to their sweet-

hearts. It was not long, however, 
before the lewd and scurrilous 
saw opportunity of using the cus- 
tom for an outlet for their filth 
and libels. Then the so-called 
comic valentine came (half a 
century since the penny comic 
was frequent; indeed the custom 
lasts in some quarters to this day, 
but most of these have now disap- 
peared), 

Modern observance of Valen- 
tine’s day is not so poetic as it 
used to be; love tokens now take 
the form of flowers and candies, 
though, thank goodness, there are 
still some young folk who do not 
despise the sending of that true 
valentine, which so often, in the 
case of their fathers and mothers, 
brought matrimony. The form of 
observance matters little so long 
as the sentiment survives. 

This year being leap year, the 
girls have had their opportunity 
to do their own “valentining” and 
if the storekeepers are to be be- 
lieved a far larger proportion of 
sentimental tokens have been 
bought by the gentler sex than in 
other years.

He was accompanied 
by Herman Goering, minister for 
air, and other dignitaries,

points for that victory. 


PROPOSAL OUSTED 

At a special meeting of Olympic
